REGISTER TO VOTE 


T IME is running out for 
residents of the 14,700 
Hackney households who 
are yet to return their 
voter registration forms. 

Forms must be submitted by 
17 February or residents will not 
appear on the register of electors 
and won’t be able to vote in the 
European, Local and Hackney 
Mayoral elections on 22 May. 

As well as taking part in 
forthcoming elections, returning 
the forms can help people to 
get credit or utilities from 
companies that use the electoral 
register to check address details 
and eligibility. 


So far, 86 per cent of Hackney 
households have returned their 
forms, which were sent to every 
home in the borough in October, 
in order to compile the register. 

Staff have also visited some 
homes to remind people to 
complete their forms, which 
need to be updated with details 
of everyone at the address who is 
eligible to vote, and returned as 
soon as possible. If these details 
haven’t changed replies can be 
sent by text, phone or e-mail. 

Tim Shields, the Council’s 
Electoral Registration Officer, 
said: “Many people simply may 
not realise that they have to 


register to vote each year and that 
if they do not send the form back, 
they can’t do so. 

“If people still have their forms 
lying around I’d encourage them 
to reply to us as soon as possible, 
it’s easy to confirm online or by 
text, it helps with your credit 
rating and it ensures that you get a 
voice at the ballot box this May.” 

Last year, more than 93 per 
cent of households returned 
their forms before the February 
deadline, ensuring they appeared 
on the register and also avoiding 
potential fines of up to £1,000. 

People’s names can appear on 
the register of electors from the 


age of 16 or over, but they must be 
1 8 or over to be allowed to vote 
on polling day. 

Those concerned about privacy 
can opt out of appearing on 
the edited register, which can 
be accessed by anybody and is 
used by companies for direct 
marketing. Their name will 
appear on the full register for 
voting purposes only.

Proposal to extend London 
Fields Lido opening hours 


RESIDENTS are being consulted over proposals to extend 
the use of London Fields Lido, which is the UK’s first 
outdoor, heated, Olympic-sized pool. 

The Council and leisure operator GLL - which runs the 
pool - want to increase opening hours by installing low 
level floodlighting to allow more swimming to take place 
during the autumn and winter months. 

The floodlighting has been carefully selected so as 
to minimise potential light pollution and only quiet 
activities, such as lane swimming, would take place 
during the extended opening hours.

Olympic paric opens its doors 


T HE newly 
landscaped 
southern section of 
Queen Elizabeth 
Olympic Park is set to 
open to the public for the 
first time since the London 
2012 Games. 

Almost a third of the 
park is in Hackney, with 
northern areas already 
accessible to residents, 
including the Copper Box 
Arena, which has attracted 
over 100,000 visitors since 
throwing open its doors 
last summer. 

The Aquatics Centre, 
designed by renowned 
architect Zaha Hadid, is 
set to open on 1 March. 
The building will be 
managed by social 
enterprise GLL, which 
already runs Hackney’s 


other leisure centres. 

It boasts two 50-metre 
pools, a diving pool and 
a newly installed gym. A 
session in the pool is set to 
cost from around £4.50. 

Also in March, visitors 
will get the chance to 
experience four Olympic 
cycling disciplines at the 
Lee Valley VeloPark - road 
and track cycling, BMX 
and mountain biking. 

Prices will start from £6 
per adult for a pay-and- 
ride session, and 
£4 concessions. 

Tickets for the UK’s 
tallest sculpture, the 
ArcelorMittal Orbit, 
which officially opens on 
5 April, will go on sale in 
February. Visitors can take 
a lift up to the top of the 
114.5 metre structure, to

The venue is set to 
host the Investec London 
Hockey Cup in July, the 
NEC Wheelchair Tennis

Hockey Championships. 

Dennis Hone, Chief 
Executive for London 
Legacy Development 
Corporation, said: “The 
opening of the south park 
is a huge moment in our 
vision to create a new heart 
of East London. 

“With beautiful 
parklands and waterways, 
and world-class sporting 
facilities the park will 


become a must-visit 
destination for everyone - 
local people and 
visitors alike.” 

There have also been 
improvements made to the 
308 bus route. The service 
is now more frequent, 
and will be rerouted via 
Stratford City bus station

F ROM reggae and 
grime journalist, to 
university lecturer 
and activist, Sarah 
Bentley has had her finger 
in many pies. Now, as 
project coordinator of the 
Made in Hackney local 
food kitchen, she 
is at the forefront of a 
food revolution. 

Sarah moved to Hackney 
12 years ago, initially 
drawn by its burgeoning 
music scene, but became 
increasingly interested in the 
eco-friendly, hyper-local, 
food-growing projects that 
were springing up all over 
the borough. 

She joined the Stoke 
Newington-based social 
enterprise Growing 
Communities as an 
apprentice farmer in 2011. 
A year later, she graduated 
to working as a ‘patchwork 
farmer’, growing her own 
food to sell. Sarah went 
on to co-found Made in 
Hackney with Joshana 
Lovage, after securing 
money from the Big Lottery 
Fund, in October 2012. 

The charity provides 
a range of classes and 
courses on how to prepare 
nutritional, healthy food 
from local, organic sources. 

The kitchen itself is a 
product of sustainability, 
with units made from 
melted vending machine

cups, charity shop-sourced 
crockery, plus an on-site 
wormery to produce 
fertiliser. 

Community classes 
take place in the Made in 
Hackney kitchen, which 
is under Food for All on 
Cazenove Road, N16, 
every other Sunday, with a 
suggested donation of £5, 
although no one is turned 
away due to lack of funds. 

People most in need - 
such as low-income families, 
teen carers and people with 
diet-related health issues - 
can also take advantage of 
free, six- week courses which 
develop practical skills in 
everything from urban 
foraging to healthy eating on 
a budget and growing your 
own organic food. 

Sarah says: “The 
free courses are led by 
professional cookery 
teachers who want to 
share their skills with the 
community. There is always 
a great atmosphere.” 

Every Saturday there 
are also masterclasses in 
topics including raw food 
detox, healthy baking, and 
homemade cosmetics, which 


help to fund the free courses. 

The kitchen doesn’t 
use any meat, and Sarah 
explains how people are 
under a misconception that 
they need to eat meat in 
every meal. 

She says: “People don’t 
realise how much they are 
over-consuming meat. For 
health and environmental 
benefits we should aim to 
eat meat zero to twice a 
week, maximum.” 

Made in Hackney is 
founded on four core 
beliefs: food should be local, 
ideally organic, seasonal 
and plant-based. What 
Sarah advocates most is the 
marriage between eating 
well and living sustainably. 
Organic food doesn’t have 
to cost the earth, she says, 
and the kitchen teaches 
people how to obtain 
pesticide-free food for less. 

“We’re lucky in Hackney 
to have a wide range 
of fresh, healthy food 
available. For instance, 
Growing Communities has 
a veg box scheme, which has 
a discount for pensioners,” 
she adds. 

Lottery funding ends in 
the spring and Made in 
Hackney is set to start a 
campaign next month to 
raise the £12,000 needed 
to continue to run the 
free courses.

Q: It is difficult to use the recycling bins on my estate 
as I have to walk down two flights of stairs, round 
the corner and back again with my orange bag. Am I 
allowed to use green sacks so I can throw them into 
the recycling bins on my way out? 


A: Green sacks are too big to fit through the flaps on 
communal recycling bins, so the Council doesn’t issue 
them to residents on estates. 

Instead of carrying your recycling down to the bins in 
your big orange bag, you could use small plastic carrier 
bags. You can put them in recycling bins as long as 
they are not tied up, so it is obvious the materials 
inside are recyclable. 

Make sure you do not r i *r 

use black bin bags.

N early 200 

residents are set to 
benefit from more 
affordable heating 
and hot water as part of a 
pioneering environmental 
scheme which sees energy 
companies fund green 
improvements. 

The communal heating 
system in Fellows Court 
estate, Hoxton, is one of the 
UK’s first district heating 
schemes to be upgraded 
through the Energy 
Company Obligation 
(ECO) and will reduce its 
carbon emissions by nearly 
1,000 tonnes each year. 

The funding was 
introduced last January to 


reduce energy consumption 
and support people living in 
fuel poverty. 

Cllr Philip Glanville, 
Cabinet Member for 
Hackney Homes and 
Regeneration Estates, said: 
“We are always looking 
for new ways to help those 
in fuel poverty and we’re 
keen to use this funding 
to support our residents. 

It’s no surprise that we 


were one of the first in 
the country to use this 
approach, which will also 
deliver huge carbon savings 
for the borough. 

“Hopefully this 
project will inspire other 
authorities to follow 
suit and kick-start more 
ECO-funded schemes 
to install more communal 
heating around 
the borough.” 


Working in partnership 
with energy company 
Cenergist and funded by 
NPower through ECO, 
communal gas heating 
has been installed to 
replace old, inefficient and 
expensive oil-fired boilers. 

Nick Gardener, from 
NPower, added: “It was 
a privilege to work with 
Hackney Homes on this 
project that promoted 
the use of low carbon 
community heating and 
the use of ECO funding to 
finance the required heating 
works - it provides an 
excellent example of how 
local authorities can bring 
forward such projects.” 


Green energy cooperative set to give residents ethical investment opportunities 


AN energy cooperative 
is set to be created on a 
Hackney estate that will 
give residents the chance 
to invest in a local power 
generation scheme. 

Residents will be invited 
to buy a share in renewable 
energy produced by solar 
panels installed in their 
neighbourhood. The 
project will be managed by 


Hackney Energy, a 
new partnership between 
the Council and energy 
charity Repowering 
London, which aims to 
reduce fuel poverty. 

Hackney Energy is due 
to identify which estate 
will take part in the project 
in the next few weeks. 

Installation of the 
panels is expected to 


begin later this year. 
Youth internships and 
apprenticeships - in solar 
panel installation - are 
also set to be created as 
part of the scheme. 

It is hoped the project 
will increase awareness 
of energy efficiency and 
provide a financial return 
for investors, while 
helping reduce Hackney’s 


carbon footprint. 

Cllr Sophie Linden, 
Deputy Mayor of 
Hackney, said: “The 
Council fully supports the 
aims of the cooperative 
and the actions to promote 
energy efficiency, reduce 
fuel poverty and get young 
people into work. ”

YOU and I may think of jealousy as a 
green-eyed monster, but it’s at its most 
determined, and desirable, when it dons a 
pair of green breeches. 

‘Don Gil Of The Green Breeches’ is a lust- 
charged production of Tirso de Molina’s 17th 
century comedy, one of three plays in Areola 
Theatre’s Spanish Golden Age Season. 

When Donna Juana’s (Hedydd Dylan) 
avaricious lover, the dashing Don Martin 
(Doug Rao), deserts her to marry a wealthy 
heiress, Juana assumes the name of Don 
Gil (the name Martin simultaneously uses 
to woo his new lover), disguises herself as 
a man and sets off in hot pursuit, clad in 
green. She vows to observe her inconstant 
lover’s deeds and ‘silently undo them’. 

What follows is anything but silent, as Don 


Gil’s ‘heavenly green breeches’ become 
the talk of the town of Madrid, and the sole 
object of its women’s desires. The flighty and 
equally feisty Donna Ines (Katie Lightfoot), 
the object of Martin’s pursuit, must fend off 
her father, whose greed allows him to think 
of love as ‘a merchant for whom the heart’s 
the trading floor’. 

Many hearts are traded in the process, and 
the most fickle trader of them all is Don Gil 
of the green breeches. 

This is slick theatre; it exploits humanity’s 
tendency to confuse love with artifice and 
greed with hilarious results. I look forward to 
further expositions of folly and vice as part of 
the Areola’s Spanish season.

and discuss their plans for 
the next 12 months. 

It has been a busy year 
for the borough’s budding 
politicians, whose projects 
have included organising 
activities for young people 
across the borough and 
representing Hackney on 
the national stage. 

Highlights included 
a ‘crossing the line’ 
campaign, which reviewed 
attitudes to discipline 
at home and at school; 
a consultation which 
examined what school- 
based medical services 
in Hackney could look 
like; and contributing to 
the Council’s Scrutiny 
Committee review of 
measures to combat 
youth homelessness. 

The year ahead looks 
set to be equally busy.

The pool is open to the 
whole community outside 
school hours and lessons 
cost just £2. 


Government guidelines 
state all children should be 
able to swim a distance of 
25 metres by the age of 1 1 . 
Yet according to research 
by the Amateur Swimming 
Association (ASA), 53 per 
cent of parents in London 
say their children can’t swim 
that distance, which is the 


length of a standard pool. 

The Make a Splash 
project takes the mobile 
pool to communities 
across the capital as part 
of the Mayor of London’s 
Sports Legacy Programme.

Hackney praised for its work 
providing mental health care 

A REPORT celebrating a year of success for Clinical 
Commissioning Groups (CCGs) in England has singled 
out City and Hackney for praise following its work with 
people with mental health problems. 

City and Hackney CCG was highlighted for a joint project 
with Newham and Tower Hamlets to provide primary 
care for people with mental health problems whose 
needs are often poorly met. 

The scheme, designed with input from patients to help 
support their long-term needs and recovery, has led 
to 40 of the CCGs’ 44 GP practices being assigned a 
dedicated community mental health worker, and so far 
provided care for 1 ,500 people. 

Dr Rhiannon England, GP Mental Health Clinical 
Lead, NHS City and Hackney CCG, said: “By providing 
structured support we have been able to help people 
to manage their condition and reduce reliance on other 
services, boosting their independence.”

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Charge proposed on new developments in Hackney 


THE Council is consulting 
on proposals to introduce 
a charge on any new 
building developments in 
the borough. 

All local authorities have 
the power to implement a 
Community Infrastucture 
Levy (CIL) to help pay for 
improvements to things like 
transport links and the 
environment around new 
developments. 

Currently, Hackney can 
raise funds for such work 
through Section 106 (S106) 
agreements with developers, 
which help offset any 
negative impact caused by 
construction work. 

The Council’s 
Supplementary Planning 
Document (SPD) is also 
therefore being revised so 


that CIL and SI 06 
agreements work together 
to ‘ensure the appropriate 
mitigation of development 
and infrastructure for 
growth’ in the borough. 

Councils are required by 
law to consult before 
implementing the new levy.

Recipes straight from the 
ovens at Waterhouse

THIS is the latest in a series of regular recipes courtesy of Waterhouse - an 
eco-friendly restaurant alongside Regent’s Canal in Shoreditch. 

Leanne Ryan, advanced trainee at Waterhouse, has put together a simple and 
delicious recipe which can be a starter or light meal. She said: “At this time of year, 
mushrooms are plentiful. Most greengrocers have a great selection. For this recipe 
you can use shitake or button. I would recommend to use shitake as they have lots 
more flavour, but button mushrooms would be great as well.” 


Mushroom tartlet 
with beetroot salsa 

Makes 4 

Ingredients 


Preparation time 

30 mins 

Cooling time 

20 mins 


• 1 puff pastry (this can be bought 
in rolls at any supermarket) 

• 300g mushrooms 

• 1 clove garlic 

• 2 shallots 

• 1 tablespoon rice vinegar, or 
white wine vinegar 

• 1 cooked beetroot 

• 1 tablespoon chopped parsley 

• 2 tablespoons chopped thyme 

• 1 tablespoon vegetable oil 

• 2 tablespoons olive oil 

• 20g ricotta cheese. 


Method 


• Preheat the oven to 1 80°C. Cut 
the puff pastry into disks (the size 


of coffee cup rings). Cook in the oven for 1 0 minutes (keep 
an eye on them throughout) 

• Finely dice the shallots and garlic and thyme. Now you can 
dice your beetroot into 2mm squares and add to a mixing 
bowl with half of the shallots, rice vinegar, olive oil and 
parsley. Mix until the salsa has combined well 

• Peel the skins off the mushrooms and cut into strips or 
quarters (you don't need to peel the shitake) 

• Fry off the rest of the shallots and garlic in vegetable oil. Add 
the mushrooms to the pan with the thyme. Once they have 
cooked, set aside to cool to room temperature 

• When the puff pastry comes out of the oven and has cooled, 
cut it in half so there’s a base and a lid 

• Add ricotta cheese to the mushrooms and carefully place 
them on the tartlet base 

• Now place the base in the centre of the plate and finish with 
the beetroot salsa on top of the mushrooms and around. 
Complete the dish by adding the lid and serve.

Society going to wrack and ruin

B INGE drinking! 
Foul language! 
Immorality! 

Society going 
to wrack and ruin! 
Something must be done! 

Not alarming headlines 
from today, but the 
concerns of a group of 
organisations which came 
together in the 1690s - 
as the Societies for the 
Reformation of Manners 
- in an attempt to combat 
what was seen as increasing 
moral laxity. 

Church courts, dating 
back to before the 
Reformation, had earned 
the nickname of ‘bawdy 
courts’ because of their 
regular dealings with 
cases of sexual or moral 
impropriety, but by the late 
17th century were becoming 
less enthusiastic to pursue 
such matters. 

Rapid urban growth 
and economic instability 


caused by war with France 
had contributed to poverty, 
drunkenness, prostitution, 
vagrancy and crime. There 
was also a belief that God 
had intervened to allow the 
deposition of the Catholic 
James II in favour of the 
Protestant William and 
Mary, and those who broke 
God’s holy laws threatened 
the safety of the nation and 
should be dealt with. 

In 1789, King William 
requested that churches 
preach against ‘these sins 
and vices that are most 
prevailing’ and to regularly 
read out laws against 
‘blasphemy, swearing 
and cursing, perjury; 
against drunkenness and 
against profanation of the 
Lord’s Day’. As a result 
of the king’s words, the 
first general society was 
organised in Tower Hamlets 
in 1790 by local constables 
and churchwardens, with 
the London-wide Societies 
for the Reformation of 
Manners formed soon 



afterwards in the Strand. 

The Tyssen collection, 
which forms the 
nucleus of the 
Local Studies 
Library at 
Hackney 
Archives, 
contains 
a large 
number 
of 

sermons 
preached in 
the City before 
the Societies, 
either at the church of 
St Mary-le-Bow or Salters’ 
Hall. These volumes were 
acquired by John Robert 
Daniel Tyssen because 
of the prominent role of 
Hackney-based ministers 
within the movement. 

The famous hymn-writer 
Isaac Watts, who lived 
in Stoke Newington for 
over 25 years, was one 
such figure, as was Peter 
Newcome, master of the 
renowned Newcome’s 
School in Clapton, and 


Presbyterian minister 
Matthew Henry of St 
Thomas Square chapel 
in Mare Street. 
Inevitably 
the 

reforming 
work 
of the 
Societies 
was 
not all 
together 
popular. 
One of the 
most prominent 
opponents was Stoke 
Newington author and 
pamphleteer Daniel Defoe, 
who in 1702 published a 
long poem satirising the 
movement - ‘Reformation 
of Manners: A Satyr’. 

Defoe was angry at the 
hypocrisy of powerful 
magistrates, statesmen and 
clergy in punishing the 
powerless lower classes for 
indulging in the very same 
vices as they themselves 
enjoyed without censure. 
He was not afraid to name 


names and make dangerous 
accusations. But despite 
getting into serious trouble, 
Defoe went on to publish 
the sequel poem ‘More 
Reformation’ in 1703. 

The Societies had 
some success. The list of 
prosecutions for 1717- 
1718 reveals 1,253 offences 
of lewd and disorderly 
practices; 31 for keeping 
bawdy and disorderly 
houses; 492 for exercising 
trades or callings on the 
Lord’s Day; 202 cases 
of profane swearing and 
cursing; 17 of drunkenness; 
and eight of keeping 
common gaming houses. 

However, the use of 
often overly-zealous 
paid informers to make 
prosecutions was extremely 
unpopular, with them being 
seen as profiting from the 
misery of others. Violent 
attacks on informers were 
common, sometimes 
resulting in their being 
beaten to death. 

The final nail in the coffin 


of the Societies was its use 
of informers to attempt 
enforcement of the widely 
unpopular and ultimately 
unsuccessful 1736 Gin Act, 
paying them £5 to reveal 
the whereabouts of illegal 
gin shops. Londoners didn’t 
like a snitch any more than 
they liked their favourite 
drink being banned, and 
increasingly violent mob 
behaviour made their point 
of view very clear. 

Just two years later 
the Societies for the 
Reformation of Manners 
came to an end.

take up issues that may be of concern. 
Generally they can help with Council 
related matters, but if the issue is 
the responsibility of another person 
or organisation, councillors can often 
point people in the right direction and 
tell residents who they need to see. 
Hackney has 57 councillors 
representing areas called wards - 
see map opposite.
